BILLERICA - An on-line peti 
tion in opposition of a 348 
megawatt power plant proposed 
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to be located in North Billerica, 
on the Tewksbury line, has 
crossed the one-thousand signa- 
ture mark. The petition was ini- 
tiated by the Billerica 
Watchers, a citizen-based group 
that is concerned about the 
placement and operation of the 
proposed peaking plant, which 
will border the communities of 
Chelmsford, Tewksbury and

For the second time in just 
over a year, the Massachusetts 
Highway Department ordered 
the removal of hundreds of 


_ flags, banners and other sig-

throughout the state. Citing 
safety concerns, the items were 
to be removed last week. 

Within hours of the order, 
however, Governor Patrick 
halted the order until the issue 
could be examined more close- 
ly. 

The Executive Office of 
Transportation issued a state- 
ment, “Governor Deval Patrick 
today directed Veterans’ 
Services Tom Kelley and 
MassHighway Commissioner 
Luisa Paiewonsky to convene a 
group of veterans' representa- 
tives and highway safety pro- 


fessionals to develop a plan to 
appropriately honor our veter- 
ans on MassHighway and other 
agency-owned property.” 

Officials confirmed that 
MassHighway will not com- 
plete the removal of displays 
until the task force is able to 
identify “appropriate and safe 
means of honoring veterans on 
state-owned _ transportation 
properties.” 

The news offered respite for 
Linda Noone of Reading, who is 
responsible for the thirty-four 
flags displayed along the 
Lowell Street (Route 129) 
bridge overpass of Route 93 in 
Wilmington. Noone's father 
was a Korean War Veteran and 
her daughter is a Marine 
Sergeant.

Legislation needed

I write this newspaper once

I've 
never heard of someone who's 
accused of murder-one given 
consideration for bail. Isn't it 
usually NO BAIL?!

This Judge Zobel is such 
a slap in the face to the good 
people of Massachusetts, I can't 
believe he's even allowed to 
remain in the position he's in.

Giving consideration to set a 
bail amount for repeat, violent 
offenders accused of cold, cal- 


culated murder is just one rea- 
son why it's important that leg- 
islation be enacted to make it 
tougher for these scenarios to 
be played out over and over 
again in the Massachusetts 
judicial system! The actions 
taken in the December 17, 2007, 
indictment of the defendant, 
Wally Jacques Simon, regard- 
ing the murder of my cousin 
only reinforces my position that 
better laws need to be drafted to 
protect the good people and to 
keep the scary, evil people 
behind bars. 

You know, it's Christmas, a 
time of year that we in my fam- 
ily cherish, and we have to keep 
jumping over hurdles such as 
this to find peace and justice for 
the wrongdoings thrust upon us. 
It's hard to feel good about the 
season this year, but I do thank 
the Lord for the blessings that 
are in my life. But it shouldn't 
be this way. We haven't done 
anything that would have 
brought this nightmare to us. 
I'm a suburban mom of three 
children living in a stable home. 
I don't drink and I don't smoke. 
I don't engage in high-risk 
criminal behavior and I don't 
keep company with such indi- 
viduals. I'm getting straight-As 
in my courses at Lesley 
University in an effort to try 
and make the lives better for 
the people I love and others 
through the work I want to con- 
tinue in education and environ- 
mental awareness and preser- 
vation. I have a lot to be proud 
of and happy about, yet I'm 
overwhelmed sometimes by the 
sheer horror of these events 
and it makes me angry that this 
could even happen to me. But I 
will turn the lemons into lemon- 
ade and channel those negative 
feeling and fears to do my best 
to keep trying to stay positive 
and focused ... to keep that 
creep in prison so that he can't 
hurt anyone ever again! And to 
work toward creating legisla- 
tion so that no other family has 
to endure what we are going 
through now. I wouldn't wish 
this on my worst enemy 

I pray to God and 
that is Holy that Zobel will NOT 
be the officiating adjudicator 
when this case goes to trial, he 
is an insult to the bench and to 
the public he's supposed to pro- 
tect and serve in the 
Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts!!!

We felt we 
deserved it because it could 
have been chunks of coal. 
Many of the young people are 
probably wondering what I’m 
talking about. The old timers 
know because they lived it. ’'m 
sure many of them experienced 
coal in their sock, when they 
did not deserve. 

Today children can be misbe- 
having and still receive many 
gifts. To be deserving doesn’t 
seem to matter, Children 
expect gifts and parents feel 
obligated to give gifts. I have 
seen children who did not 
deserve a thing, yet were.given 
everything. 

I had a ten-year-old client 
who lacked any respect for his 
parents or anyone. I was see- 
ing this family two months 
before Christmas. The reason 
for counseling was to help par- 
ents control this child.

he would destroy things. He 
put his fist through a screen 
door, smashed his mother’s 
favorite lamp, and constantly 
defied. Parents were beautiful 
people who had no idea how to 
manage John. Children 
respect strength, which the 
parents seem to lack. 

They, however, were con- 
cerned about what other gifts 
to buy for John. They had 
already bought six expensive 
gifts for the boy. Parents want- 
ed John to have the best. I had 
a hard time understanding 
such concern over John who 
only gave misery in return. I 
asked, “Why are you rewarding 
your child with gifts? You're 
giving him the impression he 
must be acting appropriately to 
be rewarded.” “How should we 
deal with gifts, after all, it’s 
Christmas?” 

I felt we had the perfect deter- 
rent and control for John’s neg- 
ative behavior. These gifts that 
meant so much to him would 
become the leverage we need- 
ed. My advice was to explain to 
John that there were six great 
gifts that could be taken away 


if he didn’t obey. Taking all the 
gifts away would be ill advised. 
When you take everything 
away, you lose your leverage to 
control. Why should the boy 
care he has nothing else to 
lose? However, if you take one 
gift away at a time, you control 
for a longer time. We explained 
to John if he defied or 
destroyed anything, one gift 
would be taken away. He didn’t 
believe his parents would do 
this to him. After the third gift 
was taken away, he became a 
believer. His behavior changed 
to conforming and respecting 
his parents. .It would take a lot 
more to make lasting results, 
However, this would be a begin- 
ning and it would take care of 
Christmas. In the mean time 
many other management tech- 
niques were being implement- 
ed. 

Some might say this is too 
severe a punishment. I feel 
compared to the alternative, 
allowing John to be intolerable 
would be the greater injustice. 
Just imagine how John might 
be at sixteen if he was allowed 
to continue? 


Christmas is a time for prayer 
and togetherness. Families 
travel thousand of miles to be 
with their love ones. It is a 
time to be thankful we are alive 
to see, feel, and adore people 
we love. Regardless of our 
financial status, poor or rich, 
we all have love to give. There 
is no greater gift. Children 
have this same opportunity. 
Children, most times, don’t 
have the financial means, They 
however, can give their love, 
respect, and obedience to their 
loving parents. 

Don’t allow yourself to change 
rules to justify the injustice. 
Stop accepting the unaccept- 
able to pacify the changing 
times, Be true to yourself and 
others so that your children 
can emulate you. We must stop 
accepting the moral decline 
that is affecting our children.

How to Hunt Christmas Trees, or: A Guide for the New England Parent Bent on Self Immolation 


Round about this time of year 
every Tom, Dick and Harry are 
peddling Christmas _ trees, 
many imported from the evil 
north, I mean, Canada. There 
are tree lots all over town and 
in many garden centers. 
Churches, scouts, and other 
youth organizations hope to 
capitalize on the general insan- 
ity that blows stronger than the 
jet stream in these parts every 
December. 

As parents, or just fans of all 
things Christmas, it is incum- 
bent upon us to find the perfect 
tree to adorn with what I like to 
call, ‘ornamentia.' Ornamentia 
includes the usual complement 
of glittery balls, doo-dads cele- 
brating all the firsts (baby's 
first Christmas, first Christmas 
in our new home, first 
Christmas without a mortgage 
payment, first Christmas on 
solid food, ete), and ribbons, 
garland, and various pre-school 
bean and lace treasures picked 
up along the way. 

In my house we bore the kids 
silly reminiscing on every darn 
ornament we pull out. My aunts 
gave us all the ornamentia we 
needed to decorate our first 
Christmas tree as a married 
couple. I think we still have 
every single ornament too. Of 
course, our collection has 
grown to an obscene size and 
I'm fairly certain I've got 
enough to decorate twelve 
trees. Each ornament has a 
memory attached. When I'm 
very old and quite demented 
probably my only lucid 
moments will come when my 
kids drag out these ornaments. 
In other words, ornamentia 
leads to dementia. 

Nevertheless, this is a guide 
so first things first. 

The absolute first thing one 
must do before embarking on a 
tree-hunting journey, whether 
to a home improvement store 
or 30 degree woods armed with 
a saw and some rope, is sit 
down with the spouse/chil- 
dren/dog and decide: Real Tree 
or Plastic Fake. 

If you have in your household 


an allergy sufferer, well then, 
ok, Plastic Fake tree makes a 
certain amount of sense. 
However, to balance your plas- 
tic-yness, you must nicely 
adorn a real tree planted in the 
yard somewhere. It's a moral 
imperative, so get on it. 

On the other hand, if your 
family chooses a real tree you 
are in for a treat, or a special 
kind of torture. Really, it could 
go either way. 

The second thing to do is 
decide where in your house the 
tree shall go. You must decide 
this BEFORE buying the tree;

garage with a circular saw, a 
hacked up tree trunk, and quite 
possibly bleeding profusely in a 
desperate attempt to cut down 
the MUCH TOO LARGE tree 
you picked out.

In our house, deciding where 
the tree should go generally 
involves moving all the furni- 
ture in the living room to 
accommodate the greatest 
amount of festive holiday visi- 
tors without sacrificing space 
or tables to put drinks on. The 
night before we go tree shop- 
ping the family is up late, dig- 
ging under couches, reattach- 
ing wires to the entertainment 
center, and generally causing 
my husband great consterna- 
tion. Then we bring up the 
boxes of ornamentia, stockings, 
and a veritable plethora of 
Christmas decorating crap. 

Next morning, the family 
must tackle the third item on 
the list: Searching out the 
venue. This is a very important 
step. We used to be tree lot peo- 
ple, and tree lots serve a criti- 
cal niche in the tree-buying 
world. We always found a nice, 
full tree of reasonable height 
and girth. It was wrapped, 
plopped on the car and away we 
went. Still, it required minutes 
of consideration and a good 
look at all the options before we 
go back to our first choice. 

However, a certain member of 
our family likes the tree up for 
his birthday, which, being just

a few days after Epiphany, isn't 
so unreasonable. Unfortunately, 
tree lot trees just won't last 
that long. They die well before 
January 6 and the weight of the 
ornaments distorts the poor 
thing so badly it resembles a 
turkey neck. It's not good. 

A few years back we decided 
to find a tree farm and go cut a 
fresh one. These trees tend to 
last longer for us and require 
less botox to maintain their 
youthful good looks. We put on 
warm coats, gloves, hats, 
scarves and boots and load our 
ropes and blankets into the car 
and drive the most direct route 
to the tree farm that passes a 
drive-through coffee shop 
where we can buy hot choco- 
late. We sip our too hot cocoa 
and listen to Dominic the 
Italian Christmas Donkey or 
anything by Ella Fitzgerald 
during the drive. 

Once at the tree farm you 
must learn the rules of the 
place. Ask the attendant and if 
he tells you something you 
don't like, slip him a hefty tip. 
He's stuck out there in the 

ing weather handing out 
saws to idiots like me, so 
chances are he'll be likely to 
help you later on in this saga if 
you need it. 

This year, we went to one of 
the distant fields of this farm 
for our tree. We like a sturdy 
Frasier Fir and we found them. 
We walked up and down row 
after row. Each exclaiming 
he'd found THE TREE before 
discovering brown needles, a 
embarrassing bare spot on one 
side, or too short. We did this 
for an hour, maybe more, as my 
watch froze. Finally, we decid- 
ed on a short, round number, 
which was actually the third 
tree we looked at 45 minutes 


earlier, Never mind the frost- 
bite dear. 

My husband gets down to cut 
the trunk with a handsaw (no 
chainsaws here for we hardy 
New Englanders), which takes 
all of seven minutes plus swear- 


ing. 

We drag the poor tree through 
the lot, back to the car, and 
over the hill and through the 
woods, and well you get the 
point. Back at the house, we're 
now in a mad dash to get the 
tree into some water and a 
bucket outside does the trick. If 
you wait too long to get the 
trunk in water after its cut, 
you'll have to cut it again which 
sort of defeats the purpose. 

After we get it inside, and fair 
warning, don't freshen the 
paint around your door jambs 
until after Christmas, my hus- 
band manages the lights. This 
is perhaps the most important 
job he does all year long and he 
takes it very seriously. He» 
begins by wrapping the trunk in 
lights and then proceeds to add 
many hundreds of lights to the 
tree. While he's wrestling with 
mini-lights I prepare festive 
snacks for our tree trimming 
delight and the children chase 
the dog with the antler head- 
band. Once done we put an 
obnoxious train under the tree. 
It looks good, feels traditional 
in the right sorts of ways, and is 
incredibly loud; a useful fea- 
ture when someone keeps you 
talking on the phone too long. 

Ah, the special torture of find- 
ing and decorating the 
Christmas tree. I used to detest 
the job as a kid, but now, I'm 
rather fond of the custom. May 
your Christmas be delightful, 
rich in joy, and as peaceful as 
you can get without having to 
administer medication.

As you rush to the shopping 
malls to grant wishes for fami- 
ly, friends and loved ones, try to 
remember that giving can 
extend beyond the purchase of 
a pair of earrings and a 
sweater. This year, the 
American Liver Foundation 
(ALF) New England Chapter 
hopes you'll consider the self- 
less gift of life through organ 
donation. 

In March 2007, Jessica 
Packhem of Boston, a member 
of the 2007 ALF Boston 
MarathonO team, lost her 17- 
year old brother in a tragic 
skateboarding accident in 
Rhode Island. Timothy was an 
outstanding member of the 
community, a good student and 
active in sports. Just months 
away from getting his drivers’ 
license, Timothy discussed the 
idea of organ donation with his 
mother only days before his 
accident. After he passed 
away, the family made a coura- 
geous decision to donate his 
organs, Seven lives were saved 
including two people that each 
received a portion of his liver. 

More than 93,000 Americans 
are waiting for lifesaving organ 


of life 


transplants and many more for 
donated tissues. On average, 
6,600 people in this country die 
each year waiting for organ 
transplant. The reason is sim- 
ple - a severe shortage of 
donated organs and tissues. 

These are some of the facts 
that Judy Oakes, RN in gas- 
troenterology at Beth Israel 
Deaconess Medical Center, tells 
medical professionals when she 
speaks on behalf of the New 
England Organ Donor Bank. 
Judy encourages doctors and 
nurses to talk with patients and 
families about the importance 
of organ donation, which can 
be a difficult subject when fac- 
ing news of a life-threatening 
illness, Judy knows this first- 
hand. Four years ago, her 1 
year-old daughter suffered a 
brain aneurysm and did not 
survive. Judy and her family 
decided to donate Sara’s organs 
and five lives were saved; two 
children and three adults. Judy 
says that just knowing that she 
gave the gift of life to so many 
others helped pull her through 
the tragic loss. 

There are a number of ways to 
become an organ and tissue 


donor. If your state's motor 
vehicle department offers you 
the option to become a donor, 
that is an excellent way to make 
your wishes known and to have 
them respected after you die as 
it will include you in that state's 
Donor Registry - which is legal 
consent for both organ and tis- 
sue donation. 

Carrying a signed donor card 
is another way to indicate your 
consent for donation. ALF, 
together with the New England 
Organ Bank, urges potential 
donors to share their wishes 
with family members to pre- 
pare them for organ and tissue 
donation in the future. 

Over time, transplants have 
become more successful and 
more people have been added to 
the national waiting _ list 
However, the numbers of donors 
has not grown as fast as the 
number of people that need 
organs and tissue. According to 
the ALF, there are 16,778 indi- 
viduals on the waiting list, as of 
November 2007, for a liver 
transplant. In 2006, 1,685 peo- 
ple died while waiting for a suit- 
able donor.

yutside of school, and in fact 
some of those students meet the 
requirement several times over. 
‘We think this is a modest start, 
and when you multiply that by 
1,000, we think it is a great start 
for our community,” said Tracy.

‘Tracy explained that eight years 
ago people weren't likely to 
believe that most kids would have 
computers at home and could do 
research on their own, or that the 
school's library would have wire- 
less access for Internet research, 
or that the school would house 
five computer labs to do that 


time to make changes that will 
free up the business department 
and will allow them to bring forth 
some of the exciting courses pro- 
posed for the high school pro: 
gram of study. 

A new course in Business and 
Personal Law has been proposed 
along with courses in 
Entrepreneurship, Financial 
Literacy, and Introduction to 
Business and ~—- Marketing 
Management 

The Computer Technology 
course would become Computer 
Applications and would include 
an accelerated Microsoft Office 
component. “We want to tell all 
of our teachers that at the com: 
pletion of this course all of our 
freshmen are proficient not only 
in Word, but also in Excel and 
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PowerPoint,” said Tracy. 

Among changes in the 
Advanced Placement offerings, 
the school plans to submit a pro- 
posal to the College Board asking 
for approval of an AP Spanish 
course offering. AP physics has 
been pulled out of the offerings so 
that they can rework it with the 
hopes of bringing it back in the 
future. 

There are some name changes 
to more accurately reflect the 
work that is being done in the 
courses. For example Analysis is, 
in actuality, a pre-calculus course 
and going forward it will be 
called what it is. This will enable 
colleges to have a definitive grasp 
of what a course entails, and will 
also make it more clear to stu- 
dents what their choices are. 
Reworking the math classes will 
also help transition from the cur- 
rently required three years of 
math to the new state require- 
ment of four years. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Joanne Benton and School 
Committee members appeared 
pleased with the work on the pro- 
posed program of study and the 
way in which it would implement 
the hands-on model of education 
that many of the district's goals 
strive to achieve. They were also 
impressed with the array of 
courses and how many of them 
sound like courses that students 
will be offered when attending 
college 

Benton said that this is a pro- 
gram that “reflects the passion 
that teachers have about what 
they are teaching. It comes forth 
in the courses they are propos. 
ing.” She said the administration 
has ignited the teachers to think 
about what they feel passionate 
about and she is very excited to 
see the ideas coming out. 

Student Representative to the 
School Committee Matthew 
Williams expressed enthusiasm 
for the proposed program. “I 
think the students are going to be 
really excited about a lot of these 
changes.” He believes, for exam 
ple, that from his experience stu: 
dents want to learn more about 
U.S. history and not just World 
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History. 

The changes not only address 
the recommendations from the 
state and the interests that come 
forth from the teachers, but also 
address some requests that have 
come forth from students during 
the last few years. 

“We look forward to continuing 
the evolution, said Tracy.” 

In line with the unanimous 
acceptance of the 2007-2008 
Mission Statement and the dis- 
cussion about the evolution of the 
high school program of studies, 
the School Committee accepted a 
grant from the Donald E 
Garrant Foundation for the 
improvement of the business 
course offerings in the high 
school, 

Donald E. Garrant was presi- 
dent of The Savings Bank from 
1980 to1992. He recognized that 
there was an absence of financial 
literacy education available for 
children. As part of an effort to 


remedy this in 1991 he successful- 
ly chartered the state banking 
commission for the first totally 
student run bank in the country. 
Located in Wakefield, it has just 
celebrated its 26th anniversary. 
In 2001 The Savings Bank 
endowed the Donald E. Garrant 
foundation in his memory and his 
son Scott Garrant, a Wilmington 
resident is proud to be sitting on 
the board. The goal of the foun- 
dation is to provide opportunities 
for schools, libraries and other 
organizations to improve finan- 
cial literacy. In the past, grants 
have funded things such as mock 
business programs, stock compe- 
titions, purchase of library cata- 
logs and texts and even piggy 
banks and coloring books for first 
and second grade classrooms. 
Scott Garrant, accompanied by 
The Savings Bank President 
Brian McCoubrey (who is also a 
foundation board member,) pre- 
sented a check to the Wilmington 


Schools Committee. 3 

“As a Wilmington resident Tm 
delighted that the children in our 
community will benefit from the 
foundation,” said Garrant. He 
said the Board of Directors unan- 
imously approved the grant 
request and they were very excit- 
ed that it will bring financial If- 
eracy into the classroom. °. 

Benton thanked Assistant 
Principal Mike Nee who wrote 
the grant application to the fouh- 
dation. According to Benton, Née 
has been doing a lot of curricu- 
lum work in the last three years 
in an effort to bring the business 
department into the 2ist century, 
“Through addition of staff ard 
focus on standards-based curricu- 
lum that's really helping students 
have real life applications, we're 
really making a.very popular 
department that is increasing the 
number of students that want to 
take these kinds of courses," said 
Benton.

McLaughlin's trial are cited as 
the basis of the plaintiff's case. 

McLaughlin's sister is Chief 
Donovan's wife, and is best 
friends with the plaintiff's 
mother. Moreover, McLaughlin 
was married to the plaintiff's 
aunt, making him the plaintiff's 
uncle by marriage. 

In August 2003, McLaughlin 
was living temporarily in the 
same home as the plaintiff. On 
the evening of August 30, 2003, 
the plaintiff fell asleep on a 
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couch while watching television 
and awoke in the early morning 
hours to McLaughlin leaning 
over her and touching her. Her 
infant was sleeping just a few 
feet away 

The plaintiff kicked him away 
only to have the McLaughlin 
repeatedly return to the room 
throughout the early morning 
hours, sexually assaulting her 
and touching her inappropriate- 
ly. The following day the plain- 
tiff described the assault to sev. 
eral people. 

According to a statement 
released by the District 
Attorney's office, “at one point 
that day, while the victim was 
at a friend's house, the defen- 
dant called the victim on her 
Ni . phone. The victim's 
friend was able to hear the con- 
versation on the walkie-talkie 
system as the defendant apolo- 
gized to the victim, telling her 
that he was drunk and that it 
shouldn't have happened.” 

During the trial, prosecuted 
by Assistant District Attorney 
Adrienne Lynch, testimony 
indicated that the victim was 
encouraged by family not to 
report the assault to police, 
which is why the victim waited 
until December 21, 2003 before 
talking to Tewksbury Police 
about the assault. Tewksbury 
Police questioned McLaughlin, 
who made admissions about 
hugging her but did not “recall 


any inappropriate actions.” 

Police interviewed 
McLaughlin again on January 
6, 2004, at which time he admit 
ted to kissing and touching the 
victim's body 

Tewksbury Police referred the 
matter to the Middlesex 
District Attorney's Office on 
January 27, 2004, as 
McLaughlin was a part time 
police dispatcher for the town 
and related to the police chief 
by marriage. The District 
Attorney's office closed the 
case on April 27, 2004 due to “an 
apparent unwillingness by the 
victim to cooperate.” 

Eight months later the victim 
learned that her mother secret 
ly recorded a phone conversa- 
tion with McLaughlin in 
January 2004. According to the 
District Attorney, the tape 
“included a number of incrimi- 
nating admissions by the defen- 
dant and also demonstrated his 
efforts to enlist the victim's 
mother to convince her not to 
go forward with charges.” 

“The reason (the victim) is 
even making this complaint is 
because I did it,” said 
McLaughlin on the tape. 
McLaughlin added that the vic- 
tim only had to tell Tewksbury 
Police that she did not want to 
prosecute; she would not need 
to retract anything she said. 

The victim-turned-plaintiff's 
civil suit alleges that Chief 
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Donovan, when informed about 
the existence of the tape, 
threatened to arrest the vic- 
tim's mother apd coerced her 
to not pursue prosecution of 
McLaughlin. 

The suit also describes an 
incident allegedly occurring on 
December 2004 following an 
alcohol laden “Mercy Meal” at 
a popular local restaurant 
According to the suit, the plain- 
tiff's mother, Chief Donovan's 
wife, and two aunts returned to 
the plaintiff's mother's home 
where the drinking continued. 
The plaintiff, who had also 
been drinking, though not with 
her relatives, was also at home 
and was accused by her mother 
and aunts of lying about 
McLaughlin's sexual assault 
and of provoking any miscon- 
duct that happened. 

The suit says, and police tele- 
phone recording transcripts 
support, that the plaintiff and 
one of her aunts fought with 
each other when the other aunt 
“attacked the plaintiff by her 
throat, strangled her, and prac- 
tically broke her nose with a 
martial arts maneuver.” 

The complaint says that the 
defendants “falsified” police 
reports by making no mention 
of the presence of the aunts or 
of Chief Donovan's wife, and 
instead only reporting a domes- 
tic fight between the plaintiff 
and her mother. 

According to the complaint, 
the subsequent charges brought 
against the plaintiff were over- 
ly serious for the incident. 
Additionally, allegedly Donovan 
personally arrested the plaintiff 
at her place of work, a day care 
center, and proceeded to tell 
her employer that he believed 
she might flee the state follow- 
ing her earlier booking. The 
day care center terminated the 
plaintiff's employment per a 
company policy. All the charges 
brought against the plaintiff 
were subsequently dropped by 
the Middlesex District 
Attorney, 

The suit claims Donovan 
“maliciously enhanced the 
criminal charges against the 
plaintiff and falsely and mali- ' 
ciously engineered her criminal 
prosecution in order to destroy 
the plaintiff's credibility so as 
to enhance defendant 
McLaughlin's chances of avoid- 
ing conviction...”

friend Jim Wareing, of 
Lawrence, who started display- 
ing flags and memorials on 
bridges after the 9/11 attacks. 

“I got the idea from my friend 
Jim who had put up some ban 
ners on the Route 213 overpass 
in Methuen following 9/11,” said 
Noone. “I never wanted it to be 
a controversy. It was just to let 
the flags speak for themselves 
as they always have.” 

Each morning Noone crosses 
the Lowell Street bridge to 
ensure the flags are in good 
condition and safely tied. 

“I drive over that bridge every 
day to check on the condition of 
the flags," said Noone. “I 
change the flags twice a year. 
The flags are always on the 
inside of the fence and tied with 
tie clips. I also sew on little tabs 
so they stay tight on the wires 
and they don't flap around. 
Even in this past week's 
storms, they didn't go any- 
where.” 

“Linda does an unbelievable 
job,” said Lou Cimaglia, 
Wilmington's Director — of 
Veterans Services. e's down 
there constantly making sure 
the flags are tied on tight and 
she replaces the flags when 
they need to be. She cleans up 
around that area and makes 
sure it looks nice.” 
four flags repre-

‘an flag. Noone does 
not receive state or local fund- 
ing for the flags, nor does she 
solicit funds. 

“] make Christmas wreaths up 
at my vacation home in Maine 
and then I sell them to help 
raise funds for the flags,” 
explained Noone. “I've refused 
donations in the past when 
offered, but some people see 
me fixing the flags and clean- 
ing up the area when I'm there 
in the early morning and insist 
on giving support. People 
sometimes beep as they drive 
by to show their support.” 

It's been a labor of love for 
Noone, but not without some 
frustration as well. Noone orig- 
inally contacted the highway 
department three years ago to 
apply for a permit. 

“I sent a guideline of what I 
was doing,” explained Noone. “I 
never received anything back 
so I assumed it was okay to pro- 
ceed.” 

Then, last year the state 
issued the order to remove the 


banners due to fear that items . 


eould break loose and descend 
upon traffic below. Due to the 
outpouring of support for the 
displays, highway officials 
decided to allow such items as 
long as they remained secure 
behind the overpass fence. 
MassHighway later stated that 
the decision was a temporary 
solution until a long-term policy 
could be determined. 

Noone, as well as many oth- 
ers, were discouraged when 
MassHighway raised the issue 
again this month. 

“My thought was ‘We're going 
through this all over again?!’ 
I'm trying to abide by their 
tules, but no one has even gone 


to the bridge to look at how well 
they are secured,” claimed 
Noone. “I feel much safer dri- 
ving under those bridges with 
banners on them than I do 
going through some of the 
state's tunnels.” 

Cimaglia is pleased with the 
Governor's intervention efforts. 
“I'm very happy with the gover- 
nor's decision to halt the 
removal of the flags. Especially 
with the situation at Route 129, 
there's been a lot of time and 
effort spent to maintain it. The 
flags are not hanging over the 
fence causing a threat to cars 
below. It's not a political state- 
ment. It's just a nice thing to 
have to remember those who 
are serving and who have 
served.” 

State Representative Jim 
Miceli agreed. “I feel very 
strongly about what's happen- 
ing. I know people who have 
gone to great lengths to put up 
those patriotic displays. We 
should be thanking them for 
going out of their way to pay 
homage to those who are serv- 
ing around the world.” 

Miceli continued, “For the 
Highway Department to single 
out these individuals is rather 
ludicrous. When was the last 
time one of those flags or mili- 
tary banners came down across 
a windshield? Look at the prob- 
ability of it. I defy anyone to 
tell me where any of them have 
fallen down and caused a prob- 
lem. A local talk show just 
issued the same challenge 
recently, and not one person 
called in to report a problem.” 

According to Miceli, the Mass 
Highway Department has a 
number of other issues that 
should take priority. 

“We've got plowing to look at 
and bridge projects and we're 
not giving our attention to 
these issues,” Miceli said. “We 
call MassHighway regularly 
about our priority projects, 
where money has already been 
appropriated. We have major 
projects that are not started 
yet, and they turn around and 
make this an issue of concern. 
It's ridiculous.” 

When asked about the issue, 
State Senator Bruce Tarr stat- 
ed, “It's clear to me that we 
need to find a way to allow peo- 
ple to safely express their patri- 
otism and support. To just take 


remain in place around the site 
until the paving is completed.

away that right is to restrain 
free speech.” 

“I think we have to be sensi- 
tive about safety concerns, but 
we can do that without issuing 
an outright ban,” added Tarr. 
“It seems to me that it would be 
more appropriate for 
MassHighway to develop guide- 
lines on how to safely express 
support by looking at sign sizes 
and things that should be avoid- 
ed.” 

MassHighway estimates that 
hundreds of signs have been 
adorned to bridges along the 
state's 9,000 miles of highways. 
More recently, state highway 
crews have noticed an abun- 
dance of political messages, 
real estate advertisements and 
birthday greetings along the 
bridges in addition to the patri- 
otic tributes. Paiewonsky told 
the Boston Globe that she sym- 
pathizes with the patriotic sen- 
timent, but argued that the 
state government cannot 
become consumed with regulat- 
ing which messages can stay 
and which ones must be 
removed. 

“We can't avert our eyes from 
a known hazard,” _—_ said 
Paiewonsky. “These are on 
interstate highways and the 
bridges and they are big and 
they're exposed to a lot of 
weather and wind. And, there 
are thousands of vehicles pass- 
ing under them every day.” 

In addition to securing the 
flags, Noone also does what she 
can to pick up trash on the 
bridge and prevent it from 
escaping to traffic below. 

“I clean it up, and try to pre- 
vent safety issues with things 
like bottles falling through the 
bridge,” said Noone. “I'm not 
looking for any trouble. I'll even 
adopt that bridge.” 

As a_ potential solution, 
MassHighway has proposed 
creating signs to thank the 
troops for their service and 
posting them in rest areas 
along the state's highways. 

“Unless you have to go to the 
bathroom or stop to sleep there, 
you're not going to see them,” 
countered Noone. “We want our 
soldiers to be able to see our 
support as they're leaving or 
coming home.” 

“We should've put up support 
signs in rest areas a long time 
ago,” said Tarr. “I think it's a

Tarr remains optimistic that 
the situation can be adequately 
resolved for all parties. “I'd like 
to see a productive dialogue on 
how to do it. Those tributes 
unite us as Americans. I think 
we can bring it to a productive 
end and I hope that people 
focus on that.” 

The task force is expected to 
present its recommendations at 
the end of the month.

Male Athlete of the Year: Ernie Mello

In the previous 13 years the 
Town Crier has given out a 
Wilmington Male Athlete of the 
Year award, only a few times 
has that athlete put together 12- 
months like Ernie Mello did in 
the 2007 calendar year. 

Seriously folks, it's 
impressive, 

During the winter months, 
Mello was named a Cape Ann 
league all-star in hockey, 
where he was Second on the 
team in scoring with 12 goals 
and 13 assists in 20 games. 
During the spring season, he 
moved to a new position on the 
baseball field, from catcher to 
third base and held his own 
defensively, but it was with the 
bat where he did the damage. 
He batted .333, was second on 
the team in runs scored and 
third on the team in hits, while 
he stole nine bases and fell two 
votes shy of becoming a Cape 
Ann League All-Conference 
selection. 

Both his accomplishments in 
ice hockey and baseball came 
as a junior. So after 10-weeks of 
summer vacation, Mello came 
into this fall season, bigger, 
stronger and more experienced 
as he geared up for the football 
season. All he did then was lead 
the Wildcats to a 9-2 record, 
which included being crowned 
co-champions of the Cape Ann 
League. He was named the CAL 
Player of the Year, a Lowell Sun 
Co-Player of the Year, a Boston 
Globe and Boston Herald All- 
Scholastic after rushing for 
1,725 yards and scoring 29 
touchdowns as a running back. 

In the football team’s 1 
games, he rushed for at least 88 
yards in every game, while 
rushing for 100 or more seven 
times, including 242 against 
Newburyport and 375 against 
Lawrence, It was during that 
win over Lawrence, when Mello 
broke a school record with 
most rushing yards in a game, 
and most touchdowns in a 
game with seven. 

While all of the accolades, the 
stats and records are very 
impressive, and indeed they 
are, Mello has accomplished 
something that should be mag- 
nified even more. He is ranked 
20th in his senior class. He's a 
member of the National Honor 
Society and is currently looks 
at colleges such as Tufts, WPI 
and Brown with hopes of study- 
ing to become an engineer and 
perhaps even a shot at continu- 
ing his football days past high 
school.

"Ernie is a quiet leader," said 
varsity baseball coach Aldo 
Caira. "The best way to 
describe him is he keeps his 
nose clean. He gives you that 
100 percent all of the time.

Getting up off the ice 

The 2006-07 boys hockey sea- 
son didn’t go as planned.

Coming off his sophomore 
campaign where he was once 
again second on the team in 
scoring with 11 goals and 11 
assists, Mello kept up that 
steady production as the team 
struggled mightily to score. He 
ended up piling up 25 combined 
points in 20 games including 
finding the back of the net 12 
times. That still wasn’t enough 
to help the ‘Cats get back into 
the very tough Division 2 North 
sectional tournament bracket. 

“I think it was a long of things 
(that went wrong). I guess the 
best way to put it we were too 
inconsistent. But like I said 
we're just focusing on getting 
back on track and getting into 
the tournament. 

"I was happy with the way I 
played but I was very disap- 
pointed that we didn’t make it 
to the state tournament," he 
continued. "I was on the team 
as a sophomore when we 
played in the tournament (and 
lost to Gloucester) and playing 
in the tournament is so differ- 
ent. It’s such a great atmos- 


phere and we really want to get 
back there." 

Thus far through two games 
this season, the Wildcat varsity 
hockey team is 1-1. Wilmington 
defeated Masconomet last 
Wednesday, 4-1, in the team’s 
season and home opener. Mello 
scored a key goal in the game, 
and added another one in the 
team’s embarrassing 8-2 defeat 
to Lynnfield on Saturday. Just 
minutes after he and co-captain 
Eric Siegel met with head 
coach Steve Scanlon to talk 
about the team not repeating 
that performance, Mello said 
the philosophy from here on out 
is pretty simple. 

"We just have to take it one 
game at a time," he said. "You 
can’t look ahead and you can’t 
pass anyone up in this league 
because this is a good league 
when it comes to hockey. On 
any given night, anyone can 
beat anyone and that was 
proven last year." 

Although most of talk from 
colleges is from football coach- 
es, Mello could get a few bites 
here and there for hockey. He’s 
not overly big at 5-foot-10, 170 
pounds, but he’s strong on his 
legs, is quick and has a pretty 
good shot. He can make things 
happen and yes he’s very smart 
on the ice - doesn’t take dumb 
penalties, while he’s always 
hustling, backchecking and 
he’ll throw his weight around 
as well. 

"Ernie looks really good out 
there," said ice hockey coach 
Steve Scanlon, two weeks ago.

New position again 

Coming up through little 
league as a catcher, Ernie 
Mello played that position on 
the freshman team. As a sopho- 
more, he had to battle with 
Shane Foley and Kyle Moon 
and the three of them basically 
shared the position. But this 
past spring, Caira decided to 
move Mello to third base, open- 
ing the door for playing time 
behind the mask with Foley 
getting most of the work, and 
Moon filling in and also seeing 
time in the outfield and desig- 
nated hitter’s spot. 

“Ernie’s a very versatile play- 
er," said Caira. "He has played 
three spots for us over the last 
two years and will probably 
play a fourth one next year. He 
has great hands and he’s good 
defensively and he’s proven 


that playing catcher, third base 
and some second base and he 
might move over to play first 
base for us next year. 

In pro! ional bi all you 
see positional changes all the 
time, mostly with catchers who 
move to first or third base 
because they get older, or don’t 
move as well. Mello was also 
very good defensively but did- 
n't hav rong of a throwing 
arm as Foley or Moon, so the 
switch seemed like a good one. 
For the most part, Mello did an 
adequate job at the hot corner, 
which is not an easy thing to 
do. 

"The Cape Ann League takes 
the four top infielders onto the 
all-league team and Ernie got 
four votes and finished as the 
sixth said Caira. "I think 
that says a lot about him con- 
sidering this was his first year 
playing third base, which is not 
an easy position to play or 
learn to play." 

Mello said it was the commu- 
nication with Caira which 
made the switch that much eas- 
ler.

"It was another up and down 
season. But there are so many 
sports and so many games I 
can't remember what hap- 
pened (this past baseball sea- 
son)," Mello said with a big 
laugh. "Like I said with hockey, 
there’s no excuse for finishing 
with a below .500 record and 
not making it to the tourna- 
ment so we're going to try to 
turn that around this upcoming 
year." 

Mello bats left-handed with 
the baseball bat. He has a good 
swing, can spray the ball to all 
fields and can also utilize his 
speed with the occasional bunt 
or beat out an infield hit. He 


finished 18-for-54 this past sea- 
son, averaging just under a hit 
per game. 

"Ernie has great hand-eye 
coordination," said Caira. "He's 
a tough No. 3 hitter. He's a lefty 
and he has a little power and 
can hit the ball a long way for 
someone who is not that big 
He's a hard-nosed kid. I wish I 


had nine players on the field 
like him. Hi st that type of

One of the oldest metaphors 
on earth is that kids look up to 
athletes as role models and 
blah blah blah. How about the 
men:and women that get paid 
look up to the kids? I am what 
you would call a sports purist. I 
will spend a day at a Pop 
Warner field before I go to a 
Bruins game. 

Now that my rant is over, I 
can ‘talk about some actual 
sporting events. First of all, 
Wilmington High School is off 
to a great start of the winter 
season. The boys basketball 
team has won two big games 
against foes Masco and North 
Andover. The girls team has 
lost a couple tough games, but 
there is enough time for them 
to rebound and seek a playoff 
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Even thinking about the act, 
given the situation, turns my 
stomach to this day. 

You see, the teacher at the 
time was a respected and tough 
man, not prone to handing out 
B's simply because you were an 
athlete and were expected to 
answer to some guy with a 
whistle around his neck later in 
the day. That teacher also was 
disabled, making his way 
around the high school either 
with the help of crutches or a 
wheelchair.

The former senator, who is on 
the Boston Red Sox payroll, 
took 21 months to compile the 
report that might be imcom- 
plete and full of holes, but in the 
long-run, much like Jose 
Canseco's book that began to 
expose this scandal, the 
Mitchell effort will cause people 
to pause and ask just one ques- 
tion. Just how could we believe 
these guys? 

Mitchell faced a task that had 
to be unpleasant at best, 
because if nothing else, the guy 
is a baseball fan from the word 
go. One of the best columnists 
in the city, the Boston Globe's 
Kevin Cullen, said it best 
Monday morning when he 
wrote: "Mitchell did what the 
ordinary fan knew in their 
hearts was necessary.

“NO COUNTRY FOR 
OLD MEN” 
GRADE: **** 


Javier Bardem has been 
good in previous films, but as 
a killer without a conscience 
in the Coen brothers' No 
Country for Old Men, he is 
chilling. 

Bardem plays Anton 
Chigurh, a sadistic madman 
who looks like a homicidal 
fifth Beatle, who uses an air 
gun to kill his victims. It is a 
nightmarish _ performance: 
Bardem's terrifying turn will 
go down in history along with 
such other screen psychos, 

Set in 1980, the movie tells 
of a drug deal gone wrong. A 
hunter named Llewelyn Moss 
(Josh Brolin) discovers $2 
million and several dead bod- 
ies in the Texas desert. He 
decides to flee with the cash, 
but Chigurh is constantly on 
his trail, thanks to a tracking 
device hidden among the 
bills. 

It is a taut cat-and-mouse 
game. Moss tries to keep one 
step ahead of the monstrous 
Chigurh, who has no problem 
offing anyone who ventures 
,into his path. Then there is 
Sheriff Ed Tom Bell (Tommy 
Lee Jones), who is pursuing 
both men while bemoaning 
the downfall of society. 

The film works as a 
straightforward action film, 
but it also says interesting 
things about how good and 
evil exist in society. You don't 
just watch the film; you listen 
to pick up the revealing 
nuances in dialogue. 

There also are little touch- 
es that flesh out the charac- 
ters and add depth to the pro- 
ceedings. For example, Moss 
discovers a dying man beg- 
ging for water at the crime 
scene. He later returns with 
water, an act of kindness that

All of the actors are excel- 
lent, but Bardem's unnerving 
performance is the one that 
will stay with you. Chigurh 
often relies on a coin toss to 
decide a person's fate. The 
soulless look in his dark eyes 
as he makes someone choose 
between heads and tails is the 
kind of creepy detail that 
pops up in nightmares. 


“THE MIST” 
GRADE: *** 


Even if the movie itself 
doesn't raise a single goose 
bump on you, the ending of 
The Mist is sure to get you 
thinking, and talking. 

The story by Stephen King 
on which the movie is based 
ended with a vague sense of 
hope, but director Frank 
Darabont goes in a different 
direction, creating a finale 
filled with irony. 

It will likely anger, and 
possibly sicken, many, but it 
also may be the gutsiest end- 
ing to a film you will see this 
year. 

The Mist essentially is a 
monster movie with a strong 
cast.

“The regulation (reg 8.22) 


states: “Smoking and the use 
of any tobacco product(s), is 
hereby prohibited in 
Wilmington at town-owned 
playgrounds, parks, beaches, 
beach areas, recreational 
areas and facilities’ The reg- 
ulation took effect as soon as 
it was published in the legal 
notices section of local 
papers in September. 

“Gregory Erickson, 
Director of Public Health in 
Wilmington, cited the pres- 
ence of cigarette butts strewn 
all over the town-owned 
beaches as one specific rea- 
son for the regulation. Aside 
from the obvious aesthetic 
aspect, cigarette butts that 
may still be burning are a 
health and safety risk for 
barefoot children. 

“Erickson said the regula- 
tion will ‘protect public prop- 
erties where our kids will be 
playing.’ He also emphasized 
that the regulation only 
affects ‘town-owned’ land. 
For more information about

The key to vitamin D 


Calcium and how it works 


Calcium has been recom- 
mended and widely accepted 
as an essential mineral for 
bone and skeletal health and 
numerous other body func- 
tions, including regulating 
heartbeat, conducting nerve 
impulses, stimulating hor- 
monal secretions and clotting 
the blood. 

Now, some conflicting and 
potentially misleading 
research is threatening to 
negate the efficacy of this 
vital mineral. 

One fact that the study, 
published by the Women’s 
Health Initiative, got right 
was that the government’s 
recommended daily dosage is 
necessary to receive the ben- 
efits associated with calcium 
consumption and supplemen- 
tation. 

Yet more than half of the 
study participants did not 
adhere to the recommended 
calcium supplementation, 


making improvements in 
bone density a nearly impos- 
sible result. Meanwhile, those 
that did comply experienced 
a whopping 29 percent lower 
risk of hip fractures. 
Americans, both young 
and old, are failing to meet 
requirements and the inci- 
dence of osteoporosis is 
climbing. During adolescent 
and teenage years, when 45 
percent of bone mass is 
formed, meeting calcium 
requirements is essential. 
According to the Journal 
of Pediatrics, however, only 
ten percent of teenage girls 
and thirty percent of teenage 
boys are meeting adequate 
calcium intake, which places 
them at serious risk for 
stunted growth, bone disease 
and eventually, osteoporosis. 
Calcium is available 
through dairy products and 
green, leafy vegetables - yet 
incorporating adequate

“After noting reservations 
about the process - one being 
a possible re-consideration of 
proper elementary class 
sizes - the School Committee 
voted unanimously to hire an 
instructional assistant for 
the Fox Hill first grade, after 
a parents’ group made the 
request. 

“The cost is $17,000. 
Picone said this will come 
from the professional devel- 
opment budget. 

“The instructional assis- 
tant will be shared among 
the four first-grade teachers. 

“It will have to come out 
of that budget, the only bud- 
get we could take from would 
be staff development, the 
interim superintendent said 
‘It will be one person for the 
remainder of the year.... In 
making up the (FY09) bud- 
get, we will be very cautious 
to not let this happen again.’ 

“Thomas F. Murphy, Jr. 
of the School Committee 
asked how professional 
development would be affect- 
ed. 

“It will curtail some ser- 
vices; answered Assistant 
Supt. for Curriculum and 
Instruction Cynthia 
Marchand. ‘But, we will just 
have to negotiate around it.’ 

“Tt was my initial inclina- 
tion to not support this; 
Murphy said, adding that the 
average number of students 
in the four Fox Hill first 
grade classes (21) ‘is within 
our target range for class 
sizes.’ 


“Sometimes there might 
be 17, other times 22, but 21 is 
obviously within our range, 
Murphy went on to say, 
‘Other parents could now 
come before us.... This could 
end up a significant financial 
impact to try to address this. 

“The first grade is obvi- 
ously a lot different than the 
higher grades (with regard 
to preferred smaller class 
sizes); Murphy went on to 
say. ‘I came in not intending 
to support this, but I will sup- 
port it...”

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While the investment game is never a sure thing, one of the most 
solid investments a person can make is real estate. As the old say- 
ing goes, "God's not making any more land, so the price is only 
going to go up." 


But if the real estate game were that easy, everyone would be a 
millionaire. Because of the expensive nature of real estate and the 
uneasiness many people feel when they decide to invest in it, con- 
sider the following tips before taking the plunge. 

+ Look for the right location. It's always important to remember 
that buying an investment property isn't the same as buying a home 
you're going to live in. But some of the same rules apply. One such 
rule is location. While those looking for their own home will likely 
look at privacy, the local school system and other things, when buy- 
ing an investment property it's best to look in a high traffic area 
that's close to public transportation. The high traffic means more 
prospective renters will see your "For Rent" signs, while accessi 
bility to public transportation will increase your pool of potential 
tenants. 

In addition, it goes without saying that a desirable locale can often 
rent a place on its own. Rental properties in trendy neighborhoods 
often rent the fastest and landlords can often charge more for less. 

+ Look for low-maintenance properties. These days, the practice 
of "flipping" houses is more popular than ever before. Those who 
are just starting out investing in real estate, however, should avoid 
this approach and all high-maintenance properties. Flipping a house 
requires substantial capital to turn a profit, as you'll need to do lots 
of maintenance before you can rent or sell the property. If you're 
just beginning to invest in real estate, you'll want a low-maintenance 
property that will begin turning a profit more quickly than a prop- 
erty that will need lots of repairs. 

+ Inquire about the property's rental history. If you're buying a 
property with multiple apartments, examine the property's rental 
history. If the current tenants are good with their payments, this 
will ease your transition to becoming a landlord. If current and past 
tenants were consistently late paying rent, this might tell you some- 
thing not only about those tenants, but the neighborhood as well 
Good neighborhoods don't need to beg for tenants, and therefore 
landlords don't have to put up with tenants who don't pay on time. 
If the property has a history of tenants who pay late, this might be 
indicative of a neighborhood where people don't want to live, and 
therefore landlords might have to accept less desirable tenants who 
cannot pay on time. 

* Speak with local officials about codes and zoning. Landlords who 
have owned a property for several years often get away with things

However, if your debt is 
relatively small and manage- 
able, and you've shown an abil- 
ity to consistently pay it down, 
your application will become 
more attractive to prospective 
lenders. 

Keep things as stable as possi- 
ble. If you have been sizing up a 
career change, you might want 
to consider holding off on it until 
you've completed the applica- 
tion process and actually been 
approved for a loan.
